an innovation: Having already adopted the practice 
of ſtanding whilſt you ſing the praiſes of God, of kneel- 
ing whilſt you join in the prayers which are offered up, 
of public inftead of private baptiſm, and of havin 
the Lord's Supper adminiſtered Every month, I tr 
that you will not object to the uſe of forms, on account 
of their being a novelty in our aſſembly ; but will ex- 


amine the ſubject with that attention and ſeriouſneſs 


which it deſerves. : | 
The public worſhip of our Maker is of ſuch great 

importance,---it is ſo juſt and rational a tribute of ho- 
ens - SS mage 
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ſhould all join in ſinging the pratfer of :

mage, due to the great Creator, Governor, and 3 
factor of the univerſe, --- it tends ſo much to promote 
the regularity and comfort of families, and the welfare 
of individuals, both for time and eternity, that we 
ſhould endeavour to render it as acceptable to God 
and as edifying to ourſelves as poſſible. And it is my 
duty, as your miniſter, to propoſe any alteration which 
appears to me an improvement in this moſt delightful 
employment; it is your's to adopt or reject it, as you 
judge moſt expedieat. Permit me then to mention the 
reaſons which have led me to think, that ſome part of 
our religious ſervices ſhould eonſiſt of written forms. 


1. It appears to me very deſireable, that the whole 


congregation ſhould take a more active part in te

think reſponſes, if properly conducted, would: tend

2. Another advantage of written a 5 5 1s this, 


that perſons would know before they come to the houſe 


of God, in what particular part of devotion they were 
going to engage, and might prepare their minds ac- 
cordingly. The devout ſervants of God, on the morn- 
ing of the Lord's day, convinced. of. the importance 
of public worſhip, endeayour. to prepare their minds 
for it. They may indeed poſſeſs that general devo- 
tional frame which will enable them to engage in all 
the acts of religious worſhip with edification ; yet, as 


one may feel himſelf more diſpoſed to begin with con- 


feſſion, and another with thanksgiving, i it . fi 
be ſome advantage to know the train of devotional 
thoughts, to which their minds are to be directed. 
3. In our preſent mode of conducting religious |

look upon prayer as the buſineſs of the Miniſter onfy; | | 
and not to confider it, at leaſt pot fo much as they ' 


ought, as a duty i whith they themfelves Are cqually 
concerned. But waving this confideration, is it riphit 
that the devotion of a whole congregation ffrould de- 
pend fo much upon one 1 ks allowing him to be 
ever ſo well qualified for di ont this part of public 
 - worſhip, is he not liable to bodily diforders, or a de- 
preſſion of ſpirits ? and can he, in ſuch a ſtate, addrefs 
the Deity with that facred compoſure of mind, that 
feervour of devotion, and that elevation of fout, which 
will tend to excite the devout affections of his fellow 
worſhippers? Befides, a concern to expreſs himſelf in 
4 proper manner, and to preſerve ſome degree of va- 
riety, tends greatly to damp the ſpirit of devotion in 
his own breaſt ; and, ſometimes; renders his perfortti- 
ances, at leaſt with reſpect to himſelf, cold and formal. 
4. It appears to me; that our mode of worſhip is 
too refined for the young and y—_ To the ſe- 
rious, to thoſe who have ed a habit of joining in 
free prayer, it may be tly edify ing: but it is evi- 
dent that others want hing to fix their thoughts 
and engage their attention; and this cannot be effected, 
unleis they themſelves take ſome part in the exerciſes 
| of religion. This appears to me an important conſi- 
deration; and I am perſuaded that ſomething ought 
to be done, to render our public ſervices leſs tireſoine 
and more intereſting to ſuch perſons. | | 
5. Forms of devotion would give a ſolemnity and 
gnity to our public worſhip, and a ſtability to our 
gious ſocieties ;z in which I think they are now de- 
ffeient. Our public worſhip is too uncertain'and fluc-- 
tuating : it depends on the frame of the perſon's mitid- 
who officiates, which is variable; and it changes when 
miniſters are changed. Hence it comes to paſs, that , 
perſons may approve of the public worſhip on one day, 
and diſapprove it as Wa ; and hence alſo our con-

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2 Aouriſh or decay, as a miniſter meets with 
heir approbation or diſapprobation. Something is 
wanting to render our public worſhip and our religious | 
ſocieties more certain and ſtable, and I think forms of 
prayer would have this tendency. Then a perſon has 
only to conſider whether they are ſuch as he can con- 
ſcientiouſly adopt, and are calculated to promote his 
edification: if they are, he becomes a conſcientious 
and ſtated member of that ſociety which makes uſe of 
theſe forms. And it appears to me, that there ia 
ſomething more ſolemn and venerable in public litur- 
gies, where reſponſes are uſed, and where all the peo- 
ple are evidently employed in the worſhip of their 
Maker.  Befides, by uſing forms of prayer, ſocieties 
| might ſtill maintain public worſhip. when they cannot 
. ſupport a miniſter; and they might be uſed when mi- 
niſters are abſent or indiſpoſed. - POW ellos oe 
6. The uſe of a liturgy amongſt Diſſenters would, 
in ſome meaſure, prevent their public ſervices and their _ 
principles from being nifunderfiood and miſrEpre- 
ſented, - I acknowledge this is only a ſecondary. con- 
ſideration: for if we can ſatisfy our own conſciences, 
and approve ourſelves in the ſight of God, we need. 
not be greatly ſolicitous about the opinion of our fel-. 
low creatures. But if we can render our religious 
ſervices equally or more edifying by the uſe of forms, 
and at the ſame time guard them from miſrepreſenta- 
tion, this affords an additional reaſon for adopting 
them. For, where we conſcientiouſly can, we ſhould. 
act in ſuch a manner that our good may not be evil 
ſpoken of: and though the preſent age is called an, 
age of light and knowledge, we find' that 1gnorance 
and miſapprehenſion reſpeQing the Diſſenters are not

Having thus mentioned what appear to me the prin- 
cipal reaſons for adopting'a liturgy, I ſhall now conſi- 
der the reaſgns which may be urged againſt it.

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. It may be ſaid, that forms of prayer tend to 


make perſons formal in their worſhip; that a love of 
variety is implanted in the mind, which ought in ſome 


meaſure” to be gratiſied; and that the moſt excellent 


forms loſe mach of their influence by being conſtantly 
uſed. I acknowledge the foree of theſe obſervations; 

but think they do not apply in the preſent caſe; becauſe 
the alteration 'that I propoſe would make a greater 
variety in our public worſhip, by the mixture of forms 
with free prayer; and becauſe there is a diſtin ſer- 
vice for every Lord's-day in the month. 

2. *It'has been ſaid, that, however plauſible the 
arguments are in favour of liturgies, experience, the 
ſureſt teſt of what is proper, has decided againſt their 
uſe amongſt the Diſſenters; ſince thoſe ſocieties which 
have made uſe of them have never flouriſned. I have 


been aceuſtomed to regard this objection as very forei- 


ble; but my opinion is ſomewhat changed. 1 am in- 
clined to think. that theſe ſocieties have decayed, not 


through the uſe of a liturgy, but through want of 


Zeal previous to it's uſe. And there are ſeverat in- 
ſtances of religious ſocieties which have been lately 


formed, and which flouriſh, notwithſtanding their uſe

3. It may be objected, that the uſe of forms would 
have an unfavourable influence on miniſters; ſince the 
cuſtom. of uling free prayer calls upon them to culti- 
vate a devotional ſpirit, that they may be qualified to 


perform this office in a proper manner. Of all the 
objections to a liturgy, this appears to me the moſt 
weighty. I hope therefore that free prayer will never 
be ſaid ade; and, for the ſame reaſon, I hope it will 
always be reckoned diſgraceful for diſſenting miniſters 


not to compoſe the ſermons which they preach. Be- 
ſides, a liturgy cannot be adapted to every circum- 


_ ſtance, to all the changes that take place, and is ill 
calculated for the office of viſiting the ſick and dying,

4. Perhaps ſome may object, that we may as well :

But 
ſurely the grand principles of our diſſent are, the right 
of private judgment, the acknowledgment of Chriſt. 
as the ſole head and law-giver of his church, and the 
ſufficiency of the ſcriptures without human articles of 
faith: Nor could I ever become the member of a 
church which pronounces a moſt - dreadful anathema...

On diſputable points I have endeavour? d to make 
conſtant uſe of the language of ſcripture, and this can be 
the only bond of union amongst chriſtians. If they ds

from hence, without caſting that reflection upon revelation 
which ets friends will nat readily admit.

"NUR bleſſed Lord, after his reſurreQion 
from the dead, commanded his apoſtles, 


ſaying: Go ye and proſelyte (or make diſ- 
ciples of) all nations, baptizing them into the 


name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 


the Holy Spirit. This may be conſidered as 
a general command to all the ſucceeding mi- 
niſters of religion. ; 
And there are two cireumſtances which lead 
us to ſuppoſe that our divine Maſter meant 
to include children in the commiſſion which 
he gave his apoſtles to baptize. One ariſes 
from the nature of the ordinance, which is an 
introduction to the chriſtian religion, and in 
this reſpect reſembles circumciſion, which was 
an introduction to the jewiſh religion, and a 
ſeal of that covenant which God made with 
his antient people. When perſons became 


proſelytes to judaiſm, not only they, but the 


young branches of their families had this rite 
aàdminiſtered to them, and as the diſciples of 
our Lord were Jews, it is highly reaſonable to 


ſuppoſe that they would take his command in 


5 the ſame extenſive ſenſe, and conclude that

The other circumſtance in favor of Infant 
Baptiſm ariſes from the diſciples of our Lord 
baptizing whole houſholds when the heads of 


families embraced chriſtianity, and its hav- 


ing been the general mach in the chriſtian 


church, 
We may further obſerve that the Divine 


Being has manifeſted his regard for the chil- 


dren of his ſervants by many promiſes, and 


that his beloved Son, when he dwelt in our 
world, ſaid, Suffer little children to come un- 


to me and forbid them not, for of ſuch is the 


kingdom of heaven. We therefore believe 
that we act in a manner agreeable to his com- 


paſſionate nature, and ſuitable to the gracious 
deſign of his religion, when we bring little 
children to him in this ordinance. 

And ſurely parents may receive ſatisfaction 
and comfort from devoting their offspring to 
God in the bond of the chriſtian covenant, 
and in having this ordinance adminiſtered to 
them as an outward ſign of their intereſt in 


the bleſſings of that covenant. They may re- 


flect with pleaſure that the Father of the uni- 
verſe does not regard their tender offspring as 
unworthy his notice, and that the Saviour of 
men is diſpoſed to bleſs them. They may 
come to God in this ordinance, and ſay, We 


are thine, O Lord, and the child which "haſt ;

haſt given us is thine. To thy ſervice we de- 


vote him, and to thy diſpoſal we reſign him. 
Thus the ordinance of baptiſm may be 
conſidered as a great privilege, as miniſtering

Therefore, whatſoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might, for there is no work,

So teach us, O Lord, to number our days,

But it is the goſpel of Chriſt which brings 
life and immortality to life.
